B uf f al o , Feb. 2.—The most extensive and 
disastrous conflagration that ever took p lace 
in the history of Buffalo, so far as the whole­ 
sale destruction of p rop erty is concerned, 
broke out at 2:45 this morning. 
It raged 
with fury for up wards of four hours, and in 
that time destroyed several large business 
buildings, also a hotel and several smaller 
structures. 
A high wind p revailed, which 
materially help ed the p rogress of the flames. 


f l am e s f ir s t s e e n at 2:45 o ’c l oc k . 
At 2:45 flames were seen breaking out from 
the windows on the fourtii floor of the great 
five-story Root & Keating building, at the 
south-west corner of Carroll and Wells- 
streets. 
The fire quickly reached the top 
story and roof, and also worked its way down 
to the lower stories in a very few moments. 
A general alarm was ordered, summoning 
the entire force of the tire dep artm ent to the 
scene. 
TnK WHOLE c it y il l um inat e d . 
T he building burlfhd rap idly and bv 3 
o’clock was a seething mass of flames. 
The 
whole City was illuminated almost as bright 
as day, and p eop le living three miles away 
were awakened by the brilliant reflection on 
the windows of their houses. 


TIIE FIR E EXTENDS. 
In the meantime the Root & Keating 
building was a blazing ruin. 
It was a mas­ 
sive building, of brick, with a frontage of 
134 feet on Carroll street, and 127 feet on 
Wells. 
The 
first 
floor 
was 
occup ied 
by Root & Keating, dealers in sole leather; 
the sicond floor by Delitsch Sclmimroth 
i& Comp any, m anufacturer of boots and 
shoes; the third floor by Darling, Slioles &

table ivory; the fourth floor by R. Iloffeld & 
Comp any, lielting, and the fifth floor by the 
Buffalo Sp ecialty Comp any, m anufacturers 
of horse trap p ings. 
THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE NOT KNOWN. 
As to the origin of the fire, nothing definite 
can be learned. 
It is said by those near 
by that an exp losion was heard just p revious. 
Foreman Pixley, emp loyed by Root & Keat­ 
ing, says there was no stove in the building. 
All rep orts agree that the flames were first 
seen on the fourth floor. 
MORE BUILDINGS IN FLAMES. 
Directly across Carroll street 
from the 
Roat & Keating building, and fronting on 
Seueca-street, was the live-story brick and 
iron stove warehouse of Sherman S. Jewett 
& Comp any, sup p osed to be a fire p roof 
building ; also the six-story caudy m anufac­ 
tory of 
Sibley & Holmwood, erected in 
p lace of that destroyed by tire two years ago. 
These two large structures were next attacked 
by the irresistable flames, and the question of 
their destruction was only a m atter of a tew 
minutes. 
They were doomed from the start. 
The heat was overp owering, and again and 
again were the firemen driven hack.

straw. 
A HOTEL DESTROYED. 
The 
flames 
darted across 
Wells street 
from the Sibley & Halmwood building to the 
op p osite corner of Seneca-street, seizing up ­ 
on tbe Broezel House, one of the most p op u­ 
lar hotels in the City for commercial men. 
Although the guests and emp loyes of the 
hotel had been p rom p tly aroused/ the p ro­ 
gress of the fire was so rap id that there 
was

confusion.

p rop erty, however, was removed. 
In the 
meantime the flames had secured a firm hold 
of 
the rear p ortion of the building, and 
swiftly swep t through on every floor to the 
Seueca-street front. 
The loss on the hotel 
cannot lie less than $160,000, p robably $190,- 
000 on the building, and $60,060 on furni­ 
ture.

From the Broezel House the tire extended 
steadily and rap idly along the east side of 
Seneca-street,

TnE public debt, less cash in the Treasury, 
was $1.121,845,974 on the 1st inst., agaiust 
$1,134,062,258 January 1st, a reduction of 
$12,216,284.

B u ffa l o, Feb. 2.—The most extensive and 
disastrous conflagration that ever took place 
in the history of Buffalo, so far as the whole­ 
sale destruction of property is concerned, 
broke out at 2:45 this morning. It raged 
with fury for upwards of four hours, and in 
that time destroyed several large business 
buildings, also a hotel and several smaller 
structures. A high wind prevailed, which 
materially helped the progress of the flames. 
FLAMES FIRST SEEN AT 2:45 O’CLOCK. 
At 2:45 flames were seen breaking out from 
the wiudows on the fourth floor of the great 
five-story Root & Keating building, at the 
south-west corner of Carroll and Wells- 
streets. The fire quickly reached the top 
story and roof, and also worked its way down 
to the lower stories in a very few moments. 
A general alarm was ordered, summoning 
the entire force of the fire department to the 
scene. 
THE WHOLE CITY ILLUMINATED. 
The building burflbd rapidly and bv 3 
o’clock wus a seething ma«s of flames. The 
whole City was illuminated almost as bright 
as day, und people living three miles away 
were awakened by the brilliant reflection ou 
the windows of their houses. 
TIIE FIRE EXTENDS. 
In the meantime the Root & Keating 
building was a blazing ruin. It was a mas­ 
sive building, of brick, with a frontage of 
134 feet on Carroll street, and 127 feet on 
Wells. The 
first 
floor was occupied 
by Root <fc Keating, dealers in sole leather; 
the sicond floor by Delitseh Schmmroth 
& Company, manufacturer of boots and 
shoes; the third floor by Darling, Sholes & 
Company, cotton manufacturers, using vege­ 
table ivory; the fourth floor by R. Iloffeld & 
Company, lielting, and the fifth fionr by the 
Buffalo Specialty Company, manufacturers 
of horse trappings. 
TIIE ORIGIN OF TnE FIRE NOT KNOWN. 
As to the origin of the fire, nothing definite 
can be learned. It is said by those near 
by that an explosion was heard just previous. 
Foreman Pixley. employed by Root & Keat­ 
ing, says there was no stove iu the building. 
All reports agree that the flames were first 
seen ou the fourth floor. 
MORE BUILDINGS IN FLAMES. 
Directly across Carroll-streel from the 
Roat & Keating building, and fronting on 
Seueca-slreet, was the livc-story brick and 
iron stove warehouse of Sherman S. Jewett 
& Company, supposed to be a fire proof 
building ; also the six-story caudy manufac­ 
tory of Sibley & Holmwood, erected in 
place of that destroyed by tire two years ago. 
These two large structures were next attacked 
by the irresistable flames, and the question of 
their destruction was only a mutter of a lew 
minutes. They were doomed from the start. 
The heat was overpowering, and again and 
again were the firemen driven back. The 
candy factory in particular burned like dry 
straw. 
A HOTEL DESTROYED. 
The flames darted across Wells street 
from the Sibley & Halm wood building to the 
opposite corner of Seueca-strect, seizing up­ 
on the Broezel House, one of the most popu­ 
lar hotels in the City for commercial men. 
Although the guests and employes of the 
hotel had been promptly aroused, the pro­ 
gress of the fire was so rapid that there 
was great hurrying 
and 
consequent 
confusion. A great deal of personal 
property, however, wus removed. In the 
meaDtimu the flames had secured a firm hold 
of the rear portion of the building, and 
swiftly swept through un every floor to the 
Seneca street front. The loss ou the hotel 
cannot lie less than $160,000, probably $190,- 
000 on the building, and $60,060 ou furqi- 
ture.THE FLAMES EXTEND STILL FARTHER. 
From the Broezel Ilousc the fire extended 
steadily and rapidly along the east side of 
Seneea-street, gutting the Broezel House 
bar and Albert Eys’ sample room. No. 155 
Seneea-street; loss estimated at $10,000; S. 
F. Eagan’s wholesale 
lquor establish­ 
ment,

133 
Seneea-street, 
loss 
about. $30,000; the hardware establish­ 
ment of Tawler* & Sou, No. 141 Seneea- 
street—formerly the Beusler House—esti­ 
mated loss $90,000; the house anil store 
owned by Edward Strieber, No. 143 Seneea- 
street, occupied as a fruit store, loss about 
$40,000 and doing great damage to the builil- 
iqg and contents of Sidney, Shepard & Com­ 
pany’s hardware store and warehouse, where 
the damage will amount to not less than $50,- 
000, chiefly 'covered 
by 
insurance. 
About 
4:20 the flames attacked the 
uppsr 
story 
and 
roof 
of 
the 
large six-story business building on the south 
side of Carroll-street, adjacent on the west to 
the Root & Keating block. This building 
was occupied by Moffat Brothers, leather; 
Hoffold & Company, soap manufacturers; 
Richmond Lithographing Company; Zitigs- 
heim «fc Weile, children’s clothing manufac­ 
turers; McClure, Bloesser & Etrgert, boots 
and shoes; Einsfeld & Emigand the fifth and 
sixth stories by Strootman & Company, 
?^aqufacturers ot boots and shoci. It was 
urnished throughout with automatic sprink­ 
lers whiclTwere set at work promptly, and 
held the flames at bay for some time, but 
slowly and surely they worked their way 
down until this building was also a ruin, 


reached the street, when lie receive! atten­ 
tion, as his lungs were almost tilled with 
smoke. The rest of the guest shad plenty of 
time, and had no difficulty iu getting out 
with their property. 
PROPERTY DAMAGED. 
Aside from the damage done to the Arl­ 
ington, the loss to buildiDgs on Exchangc- 
street was not great,as the wind was blowiug 
in an opposite direction.

BUSINESS PLACES GUTTED. 
When the fire crossed to the north side of 
Seneea-street, it was feared the whole block 
would eo up to Ellicott-street, but this was 
fortuately prevented. The. following stores, 
however, were completely gutted: O’Brien & 
Sons, tailors, No. 100; No. 102, Deuther’s 
picture frame store; J.E. Lewis & Co., coffee 
and spices; E. P. Nuse, William Robertson, 
Robertson & Dick, and C. P. Churchill & 
Hon. 
ONE FIREMAN KILLED. 
About noon a number of firemen were at 
work in the ruins at the rear of the Arlington 
Hotel, when the western wall of the rear ex­ 
tension fell. All of the men were out of the 
way of the falling bricks and timber but 
Dominick R. Marion, of Engine 10, aud John 
Moest, foreman of Engine 9. 
Moest was 
struck on the head with some of the bricks, 
receiving a bad scalp wound. Poor Marion 
was buried in the íuins. Efforts were made 
by his comrades to reach him, but without 
avail. At this writing his body still remains 
buried. Mariou was 34 years of age. 
WIND BLEW AT RATE OF 35 MILES AN HOUR. 
The official records show that between 3 
and 5 o’clock this morning the wind main­ 
tained a velocity of 30 miles an hour, and at 
times, between 3 and 4 o’clock, reached 33 
miles. 
40 BUILDINGS GUTTED. 
Wells street is a complete desert from Sen­ 
eca to Exchanije-stieets an appalling chaos of 
brick, twisted iron and an inextricable tangle 
of wires. The total area included in the burnt 
district is roughly estimated at seven or eight 
acres and the total number of buildings de­ 
stroyed or gutted at 40. 
THE LOSS. 
The losses on the north side of the street 
will approximate from $150,000 to $200,000. 
Careful estimates place the ioss at between 
$2,500,000 anil $3,000,000.

THE THIRST FOR REPUBLICAN BLOOD. 
Republican success in the nation has not 
caused the South to get down from the sad­ 
dle. The murder of Col. Clayton in Arkan­ 
sas. for the offense of presuming to contest a 
seat in Congress with a scion of the imperial 
family of Breckinridges, is being followed by- 
other acts of a similar nature.

McClure bad 
offended the Democrats by causing the 
arrest of several of their uumber for the 
stealing of the ballot-boxes at Plummerville 
and Morrilton, the loss of which gave Breck­ 
inridge his majority. McClure states that 
Clayton's was not the only shooting that took 
place on account of the contest. The Repub­ 
lican Supervisor of Elections, a man named 
Mall, gave a description of the ballot-box 
thieves to Clayton on the day of his arrival 
at Plummerville, and the same night, while 
Wall was engaged in a game of cards with 
some friends, he was shot by some one on the 
outside of the window, the ball entering his 
neck and making a severe but not fatal 
wound. 
McClure charges this shooting, 
the

ballot-boxes 
to a 
gang of Mississippians who came into 
the state ten months before election. They 
were furnished w ith a stock of arms by Gov. 
Hughes, (who has since retired from oflice), 
and after the polls were closed went both to 
Plummerville and Morrilton and captured 
the ballot boxes. There were twenty of 
them engaged in this raid, and it was for 
causing the arrest of some of them that Mc­ 
Clure was driven away. This account up 
pears to justify the claim of the Alabama 
Democrats and Col. Breckinridge’s personal 
friends that they are not responsible for the 
murder. But w hat explanation has ex Gov. 
Hughes to offer? 
A thirst for Republican blood has also 
broken out in Florida over a Congressional 
contest. F. S. Goodrich, the Republican 
who claims the election of which Gen. Bui 
lock has lteen given the certificate, employed 
F. W. Pope, a Republican lawyer of Jack 
sonville, to go to Madison and assist him in 
taking testimony before the United States 
Commissioner. They began their work early 
this week, and immediately a plot to assassin 
ate Pope was arranged, to be carried into 
effect last Thursday night. News of the con 
spiracy reached Gov. Fleming, and he ordered 
the Sheriff of Madison county to protect 
Pope. The jail was surrounded w ith a strong 
guard, and the lynching did not come off at 
the appointed time. But the conspirators 
sent out dispatches to well known despera­ 
does in surrounding towns, and yesterday the 
place was crowded with armed men,all eager 
for Pope’s lile. lie remains a prisoner in the 
house in which he began work, for it would 
be instaut death for him to attempt to leave 
The force of assassins was so strong that fear 
of the inability of the Sheriff to restrain it 
was expressed. 
Mr. Pope offended in doing the profes 
sional work whiciiany attorney. Republican 
or Democrat, w-ould willingly undertake for 
a client in tbe North. It is possible that if 
the House were not Republican, there would 
be less objection to the taking of testimony 
in such cases as those of Ciayton and Good 
rich. Murder cannot prevent the House 
from acting on the questions in issue, but it 
is expected to deter Republican candidates 
in future from pressing their claims.

Possibly he meant to in­ 
sinuate that Mr. Fairchild, a mere book­ 
keeper, is hardly big enough to stand for 
New York; possibly also he had in mind the 
fact that Mr. M'hitncy was a representative 
of Standard Oil who owed his elevation to 
the gift of a generous sum by bis father-in- 
law, an Ohio Senator, to the Democratic 
campaign fund of 1884. He could not cer 
tainly have intended to reflect upon the late 
MV.Manning,who w as great enough in brains, 
ndustry and integrity lo represent New York 
in any position. Both Fairchild and Whit­ 
ney may, if they choose, construe his appar­ 
ent blunder as a covert thrust at them.

‘‘One day last sum m er wh ile on a visit to 
small m anufacturing town in Connecticut, I 
was sh own th e m onum ent eregled in h onor of 
th e soldiers wh o gave th eir lives in defense of 
th eir country. One name among th em startled 
me somewh at as I knew.th e man was alive 
I h ad seen h im only a week previous. 
I was 
aware th at h e h ad enlisted from th e Connec 
ticut town, h ut h ad uo idea th at th e people 
believed h im dead. 
I knew liis war record 
wh ich was of th e best. 
On my return to th is 
City, I cailed on m y friend and informed h im 
th at th e good people of L 
supposed h im 
dead, and h ad placed h is name on th e monu 
rnent. 
He inform ed me th at h e was entirely 
norant of th e fact, and said th e mistake 
was owing to h is carelessness. 
He th en re 
latcd th e following story:” 
A SOLDIERS STOUT. 
“ ‘ At th e breaking out of th e war, I was a 
single man, an only son, and th e sole support 
of aged parents. 
I was patriotic to a degree 
in fact 1 h ad m ade myself rath er conspicuous 
by words and deeds and my fiiends expected 
I would h e am ong th e first to go to th e front 
My parents were w tll along in years, ruy 
moth er being very feeble. I knew th ey would 
never consent to m y enlisting, in fact I was 
expecting my m oth er’s death any day. 
My 
fath er, th ough not iu th e least averse to my 
going, exacted a promise from me th at l 
wouid not enlist until after moth er’s death . 
Now, on th e oth er h and, I was engaged to a 
young lady and th e day for th e wedding was 
et, but slie—m istakenly I believe—declined 
to marry a man wh o refused to don th e blue 
indra llytoth e de fe use of h is country 
So 
you see I was between two fires. 
At th at 
time, 1862, I was a young man 25 years old. 
1 could h old my own with th e best ath letes 
n th e th en village of Rondout. 
As for my 
patriotism, th ere was no mistake of its genu- 
neness. 
W ith feelings of regret, th erefore, 
I saw many of my young friends leave for 
th e front wh ile I was compelled to reniaiu ut 
h om e.'” 
USED 8TRATEOY. 
“ ‘ It was a h ard and bitter struggle for 
me to keep my prom ise to my parents, h ut I 
managed to do so until 1863, wh eu I con­ 
cluded to use strategy to accomplish my pur­ 
pose. 
Accordingly I called at th e h ouse of 
ray afiianeed and after telling h er h ow 1 was 
situated unfolded ray plan. 
Business being 
omewh at dull with me at th at time I pro­ 
posed lo tell my parents I would h e com- 
pelled to look elsewh ere for employment and 
h ad selected a small m anufacturing village in 
onnocticut, wh ere I h ad friends, as th e 
place wh ere I sh ould look for work. 
Once 
th ere I would enlist and th rough ray friends, 
send my parents money and letters. 
Sh e 
readily agreed to uiv plan and a reconcilia- 
iou between us was effected. 
Sh e promised 
to keep me inform ed by letter of all th at 
transpired at h ome and also to see th at my 
moth er w aited for noth ing th at could con­ 
tribute to h er com fort. 
My parents were in­ 
formed of my lack of employment and as 
th ere was no h elp for it th eir consent was ob- 
lined to look elsewh ere for someth ing to do. 
With a ligh t h eart, th erefore, I set out one 
brigh t morning, for’ th e Connecticut town, 
pleased with th e idea th at. I would h e able to 
serve my country and at th e same time spare 
my parents th e anxiety th at I knew full well 
would prove too great for my moth er at least 
to survive. 
Little did I th ink of th e suffer- 
ngs 
aud 
h ardsh ips 
I 
would 
un­ 
dergo 
before 
I 
would 
again 
set 
foot 
in 
my 
native 
town, 
I 
h ad 
no trouble to arrange my plans with my 
Yankee frieuds and witli as little delay as 
possible I enlisted iu th e cavalry. 
All went 
well with me for about eigh t month s after, 
wh en one day wh ile I was out with a num ­ 
ber of comrades near H arper’s Ferry, my 
h orse cast a sh oe.^aud as 1 was greatly at 
tuch ed to th e anim al I would not compel 
aim to carry me in th at condition. 
On our 
arrival at tire latter place 1, with two com­ 
panions, decided to stop long enough at a 
blacksm ith ’s to h ave th e m atter attended to. 
I knew 1 was not far from th e Confederate 
lines, h ut concluded I would h e able to over 
take our party, wh o promised to proceed at a 
leisurely gait. 
W e dismounted und entered 
th e sh op.' ” 
TAKEN PRISONER. 
“ * Hardly h ad we done so, wh en we were 
surrouuded and told to surrender. 
We h ad 
our side-arms witlx us, but before we Gould 
draw th em we were covered by 160 rifles and 
were compelled to give in. 
1 was plaoeij on 
th e h ack of a m ule with uiy h ands tied aud 
forced to ride backward. 
I did not enjoy 
th at ride over rnutdi, h ut th e ride was noth ­ 
ing compared to th e torture I endured at th e 
h ands of my captors, 
Kvery indignity pos­ 
sible was h eaped upon me, th ey even going 
so far as to use me fora target. 
Th ey woujd 
ride with in th ree feet of me aud th en deliver 
a mouth ful of tobacco juice at my defense-- 
iess h ead, laying 
wagers among 
th em ­ 
selves as to wh ich one could succeed in h it­ 
ting eith er of my eyes. 
I stood th is for a 
time wh en,seeing a commissioned officer, wh o 
by-th e-way was riding my h orse, I called to 
h im and 
demanded' to 
be treated like a 
soldier. 
He ordered th e brutes to desist. 
My companions fared little better, but were 
not subjected to th e tobacco episode. 
After 
traveling for about th ree h ours we h alted aud 
were placed among a number of oth er Union 
prisoners. Th e next day we were all sent to 
Aftdcrsouville Prison.’ ’ 
jK ANDERSONVILLE PRISON. 
“ ‘ On my arrival at th e prison I found 35,- 
000 poor fellows all crowded juto a space of 
about 30 acres—just th ink of it—35,000 men 
all more or less in a condition of starvation 
according to th e length of time of th eir 
captivity. 
It was a sigh t th at moved me— 
h ardened as I was lo blood and carnage— 
to tears, and th e sigh t of so much misery 
com plete ly unnerved me and I wept like| a 
ch ild.’” 
BITTEN BY BLOOD IIOUND8. 
“ ‘ After a time I walked around and made 
th e acquaintance of a young man named 
Morgau wh o told me lie h ad lost h is com­ 
panion a day or two before and invited me 
to sh are h is companionsh ip, as th at was all 
l)g h ad to offer. 
H e was covered with 
wounds 
inflicted by 
blood 
h ounds. 
It 
seemed h e h ad succeeded to getting out of 
th e stockade and reaoh ficl th e woods, a sh ort 
distance from th e prison. 
Concealing h im ­ 
self be intended to wait for darkness to con­ 
tinue h is fligh t, but it was not long before h e 
h eard th e h aying of th e dogs, wh ich soon 
found h im. 
A desperate 
struggle ensued. 
Had not th e guard rescued h im h e would 
undoubtedly h ave been torn to pieces. 
As it 
was h e was] bitten iu a terrible manner. 
He was taken h ack to th e stockade, after h is 
wour.ds h ad been dressed. 
He said th e duy 
previous h is companion 
h ad deliberately 
crossed th e dt-ad-liue and was sh ot by th e 
guard, 
I Dever sh all forget my first nigh t iu 
prison. 
W e bftd no sh elter and were not 
even fortunate enough to possess a blanket, 
and as th e nigh t was exceedingly cold I suf 
fereu intensely. 
B ut my ph ysical suffering 
vyas uoth iug compared to my mental .agony. 
Mv companion slept peacefully by my side, 
wh ile all aroq« 4 qs W» s a crowding, wrang­ 
ling mob, some praying? jeh ili? Oth ers were 
cursing and oth ers moaning and juatyigg pn 
dear ones. 
Bleep for me th at nigh t was out 
of th e question, but before I h ad been th ere 
many days I too could sleep.’ ” 
A LAW UN TO THEMSELVES. 
“ ‘As we became better acquainted, we 
formed 
a small com pany to protect our 
selves from th e th ieving 
propensities of 
some of th e prisoners. 
Out company con­ 
sisted of 50 men, and we were a ‘law unto 
ourselves ' 
I rem em ber one time we h eld a 
poqrt-martial and tried a poor wretch , wh om 


we convicted of m urdering a companion 
He was sentenced to be h anged, wh ich sen 
tence 
was carried 
out, 
with 
th e sane 
tion 
of 
\Virz, 
th e 
Superintendent 
in ch arge of tue prison, wh o was a subordi 
nate under General W inder. 
I will pass over 
th e many attem pts to escape th at were made 
individually and by th e com pany. 
Suffice 
to say th at at th e end of two month s th ere were 
only 10 members left of th e original 50. 
Ten 
h ad died of starvation and disease, eigh t h ad 
escaped from th e stockade, but wh eth er th e 
succeeded in getting any farth er or were'sh ot 
bv th e guard we could not ascertain. Twelv 
h ad deliberately crossed th e dead-line and 
were sh ot, and 10 h ad been taken to th e h os 
pital.’” 
FROM A REBEL GENERAL’S DAUGHTER. 
“ ‘ One day Morgan told me h e h ad h op 
of making h is escape and h e was to reeeiv 
assistance from no less it personage th an 
W itz’s daugh ter, wh o h ad recently learnt- 
of h is captivity. 
He h ad made th e acquaint 
ance of th is young lady before th e war wh ile 
on a busiuess trip in I lie South . 
lie h ad th at 
morning receivnd a letter from h er in wh ir 
sh e staled th at sh e h ad h elped several prison 
ers to escape and would willingly h elp h im if 
sh e could only manage to get h im into th e 
h ospital. 
Her letter, wh ich Morgan allowed 
me to read, went on to say th at sh e h ad 
pleaded time and time again with h er fath er 
and General W inder to h e more gentle with 
Union prisoners,h ut in th e case of h er fath er h e 
said h e dare not, and General W inder would 
not, und so th ere was no h elp for us. 
Sh e 
said sh e was compelled 
to use th e 
ut 
most secrecy, us sh e was already under 
close surveillance, and if sh e were detected 
sh e 
would be compelled 
to leave th e 
State. 
We 
talked 
th e 
matter 
over and concluded we m ust answer th e let 
ter and trust to Providence for an opportunity 
to get it to our faireorrespondent. We finish ed 
th e letter, in wh ich we th anked h er for h er 
kindness, and were only waiting for a favora 
h ie opportunity to deliver it, wh en one morn 
iug Wirz came to me and asked if I knew 
anyth ing about m aking out reports. 
Receiv­ 
ing an answer in th e affirmative, lie said h e 
wanted 
mo 
to 
do 
some 
clerical 
work 
th at would take me five or six days, and 
if I suited h im and did not attem pt to make 
my escape lie would see th at I was well fed. 
I readily agreed, and th inking perh aps I 
m igh t see h is daugh ter, I asked Morgan for 
th e letter, wh ich h e gave me. 
I was led by 
W irz outside th e stockade. 
W e entered ! 
small building not far from th e main eu 
trance to th e prison, and turning to me,W irz 
said: 
WORK AND NOT TALK. 
“ Remember, young man. if you step out­ 
side th e door you will h e sh ot instantly. 
Th en pointing to a small desk in one corner 
of th e room, lie gave me to understand I was 
to work aud not talk. 
How deligh ted I was 
to h e out again ! 
How good it seemed to h e 
away from th at dreadful swamp, and h e able 
to breath e th e pure air. ! T h e tears came into 
my eyes and h alf blinded me, h ut 1 kept at 
my work, wh ile old W irz smoked 
and 
watch ed me. 
He was a sh ort, th ick-set Ger­ 
man, and th e strangest trait in th is man’s 
ch aracter was th at lie was unusually severe 
with h is own countrymen. 
Let a German h e 
guilty of ever so sligh t a breach of th e regu­ 
lations, and h e was immediately punish ed, 
eith er 
with 
ball 
and 
ch ain or put in 
th e stocks. 
W irz was quick 
tempered. 
I finish ed my task in a few h ours, wh en I ex­ 
pected to be sent Back to prison at once, h ut 
such was not th e case. 
W irz examined th e 
report and complimented me h igh ly on my 
penmansh ip. 
Th en 
going 
to 
u closet 
h e brough t out a basket, wh ich h e said con­ 
tained mv dinner,and told me to eat all I want- 
ed. 1 diu not need a second invitation and fell 
to. W ords are inadequate to express th e pleas­ 
ure th at dinner gave me. A fter I h ad finish ed 
eating Wirz gave me some cloth es and a pair 
of old army sh oes and a straw h at, as I h ad lost 
miue long ago, and after seeing me ‘dressed 
up,’ as h e called it, said h e would leave me 
until 5 o'clock, h ut warned me if I ventured 
out my life would pay th e penalty. 
I prom ­ 
ised to obey aud spent a very pleasant after­ 
noon. 
I did not see Miss W irz th at day. and 
wh en I 
returned 
to th e prison 
I 
told 
Morgan about my dinner and gave h im a 
slice of bread and some meat th at I h ad con- 
ealed jn th e desk, all of wh ich h e greatly 
enjoyed, 
Poor 
fellow, h e was growing 
weaker fast and h is wounds gave h im much 
trouble, yet lie tried to h e ch eerful.’” 
MISS WIRZ COMES, 
“ I did not see Miss W irz until I h ad been 
liree days at h er fath er’s office. 
Sh e came 
with a message and i h ad an opportunity to 
h and th e lettei to h er, telling h er it was from 
Morgan,as h e was afraid to sign h is name for 
fear it migh t fall into th e h ands of h er fath er. 
Yfier reading th e letter sh e sat th inking for 
orne time, th en turning to me, asked if I 
knew anyth ing of medicine, 
(in receiving 
reply In th e affirmative, sh e seemed pleased, 
nd telling me sh e would give me a letter 
for 
my 
friend 
sh e 
left 
th e 
office. 
I finish ed my clerical work th at day, and 
W irz was so pleased with it th at lie gave me 
pass wh ereby 1 could go out of th e stock­ 
ade at any time for two days. 
All th is time 
wc were arranging our plans and I h ad re­ 
ceived a letter from Miss W irz for Morgan. 
Sh e said sh e h ad secured th e assistance of a 
friend, wh o, by-th e-way, was a ph ysician in 
th e h ospital. 
Morgau was to be taken to th e 
h ospital, wh ere h e must stay until sh e coulu 
procure th e proper cloth ing and some money 
and 
h e must do th e rest. 
I was to h e 
appointed1 au attend/int at th e h ospital,th anks 
to my knowledge of medicines. 
W h en my 
two days’ furlough h ad expired I was sent 
to th e h ospital, wh ere MorgatlTiad already 
preceded me and in a sh ort time we, with 
th e assistance of Miss W irz and h er friend, 
eyiiiflually reach ed h ome, th ough not w ith ­ 
out many h &rfQW escapes aud much h ard­ 
sh ip.” ' 


BT I.L IN T nu LAND OF TH E LIVING. 
“ ‘ I did not visit th e Connecticut town 
again and as my friends h ad moved from 
th ere, it was not strange th at I sh ould h ave 
been numbered among th e dead, as 1 went 
th ere an entire 
stranger. 
I 
never 
aaw 
Morgan after 
wc 
parted 
company 
in 
New-York City, and if h e did not marry Miss 
W irz it was because h e was already married. 
As for me 1 found my pareuts alive and well, 
th ougli very feeble and my affianced became 
my wife sh ortly after my return.” ’

Events less correspond to men’s expectations In 
war than íd any other case whatever.—¿try. 
A correspondent of T iie F reeman in Ron­ 
dout contributes the following : 
WHILE VISITING IN CONNECTICUT. 
‘‘O dc day last summer while on a visit to a 
small manufacturing town in Connecticut, I 
was shown the monument erected in honor of 
the soldiers who gave their lives in defense of 
their country. One name among them startled 
me somewhat as I knew.the man was alive. 
I had seen him only a week previous. 1 was 
aware that lie had enlisted from the Connec­ 
ticut town, hut had uo idea that the people 
believed him dead. I knew his war record, 
which was of the best. On my return to this 
City, I called on my friend and informed him 
that the good people of L 
supposed him 
dead, and had placed his name on the monu­ 
ment. lie informed me that lie was entirely 
ignorant of the fact, and said the mistake 
was owing to his carelessness. He then re 
lated the following story:” 
a so l d ie r’s story. 
“ ‘ At the breaking out of the war, I was a 
single man, an only son, and the sole support 
of aged parents. 1 was patriotic to a degree, 
in fact 1 had made myself rather conspicuous 
by words and deeds and my fiiends expected 
I would he among the first to go to the front. 
My parents were wtll along in years, my 
mother being very feeble. I knew they would 
never consent to my enlisting, in fact I w as 
expecting my mother’s death any day. My 
father, though not iu the least averse to my 
going, exacted a promise from me that I 
would not enlist until after mother’s death. 
Now. on the other hand, I was engaged to a 
young lady and the (lav for the wedding was 
set, hut slie— mistakenly I believe—declined 
to marry a man who refused to don the blue 
anil tally to the defense of Lis country So 
you see I was between two fires. At that 
time, 1862, I was a young man 25 years old. 
1 could hold my own with the best athletes 
in the then village of Rondout. As for my 
patriotism, there was no mistake of its genu­ 
ineness. With feelings of regret, therefore, 
I saw many of my young friends leave for 
the front while I was compelled to remain at 
home.’ ” 
USED STRATEGY. 
‘“ It was a hard and bitter struggle for 
me to keep my promise to my parents, but I 
managed lo do so until 1863, when I con­ 
cluded to use strategy to accomplish my pur­ 
pose. Accordingly I called at the house of 
my affianced and after telling her how 1 was 
situated unfolded ray plan. Business being 
somewhat dull with me at that time I pro­ 
posed to tell my parents I would be com- 
ixfiled to look elsewhere for employment and 
had selected a small manufacturing village in 
Connecticut, where I had friends, as the 
place where I should look for work. Once 
there I would enlist and through my friends, 
send my parents money and letters. She 
readily agreed to my plan and a reconcilia­ 
tion between us was effected. She promised 
to keep me informed by letter of all that 
transpired at home and also to see that my 
mother wanted for nothing that could con­ 
tribute to her comfort. My parents were in­ 
formed of my lack of employment and as 
there was no help for it their consent was ob­ 
tained to look elsewhere for something to do. 
With a light heart, therefore, I set out oue 
bright morning, for' the Connecticut town, 
pleased with the idea that J would he able lo 
serve my country and at the same time spare 
my parents the anxiety that I knew full well 
would prove too great for my mother at least 
to survive. Little did I think of the suffer­ 
ings 
aud 
hardships I 
would 
uu- 
dergo 
before 
I 
would 
again 
set 
foot 
in 
my 
native town. 
I 
had 
no trouble to arrange my plans with my 
Yaukee friends and with as little delay as 
possible I enlisted in the cavalry. Ail went 
well with me for about eight months after, 
when one day while I was out with a num­ 
ber of comrades near. Harper’s Ferry, my 
horse cast a shoe.-and as 1 was greatly at 
tached to the animal I would not compel 
niui to carry me in that condition. On our 
arrival at the latter pjace I, with two com­ 
panions, decided to stop long enough at a 
blacksmith’s to have the matter attended to. 
I knew I was not far from the Confederate 
lines, hut concluded I would he able to over­ 
take our party, who promised to proceed at a 
leisurely gait. We dismounted and entered 
the shop.’ ” 
TAKEN PRISONER. 
“ ’ Hardly had we done so, when we were 
surrouuded and told to surrender. We had 
our side-arms with us, hut before we Could 
draw them we were covered by 100 rifles and 
were compelled to give in. 1 was placed on 
the back of a mule with my bunds tied aud 
forced to ride backward. I did not enjoy 
that ride over much, but the ride was nolh- 
iug compared to the torture I endured at the 
bauds of my captors, Every indignity pos­ 
sible was heaped upon me, they even going 
so far as to use me fora target. They vyoujd 
ride withiu three feet of me aud then deliver 
a mouthful of tobacco iuice at my defense­ 
less head, laying wagers among them­ 
selves as to which one could succeed iu hit­ 
ting either of my eyes. I stood this for a 
time when,seeing a commissioned officer, who 
by-the-way was ridiug my horse, I called to 
him and demanded to he treated like a 
soldier. He ordered tiie brutes to desist. 
My companions fared little belter, hut were 
nut subjected to the tobacco episode. After 
traveling for about three hours we halted uud 
were placed among a number of other Union 
prisoners. The next day we were all sent to 
Aftdcisonvilie Prison.’ ’ 
JÍÍ ANDERSON VILLE TRISON. 
‘ On my arrival at the prison I found 35,- 
$00 poor fellows all crowded into a space of 
about 30 acres—just think of it—35,000 men 
all more or legs in a condition of stafvatiop 
according to the length of time of their 
captivity. It was a sight that moved me— 
hardened as I was to blood and carnage— 
to tears, and the sight of so much misery 
completely unnerved me and I wept like| a 
child.’” 
BITTEN BY BLOOD HOUNDS. 
" ‘ After a time I walked around and made 
the acquaintance of a young man Darned 
Morgan who told me he had lost his com­ 
panion a day or two before and invited me 
to share his companionship, os that was all 
Ijp had to offer. He was covered with 
wouBds inflicted by blood hounds. It 
seemed ne liad succeeded to getting out of 
the stockade and reaahetf fhe woods, a short 
distance from the prison. Concealing him­ 
self he intended to wait for darkness to con­ 
tinue his flight, but it was not long before be 
heard the haying of this dogs, which soon 
found him. A desperate struggle ensued. 
Had not the guard rescued him he would 
undoubtedly have been torn to pieces. As it 
was he wasj bitten iu a terrible manner. 
He was taken hack to the stockade, after his 
wounds had been dressed. He said the duy 
previous his companion had deliberately 
crossed fhe dead-liue and was shot by the 
guard, j Dever shall forget my first night in 
’We hfld no shelter and were not 
to possess 
and as the night was exceedingly

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Jf. O. Box 148, Rondout 


even fortunate enough to possess a blanket. 
gbt was exceedingly cold I suf 
fered intensely. But my physical ‘suffering 
was nothing compared to ray mental .agony. 
Mv companion slept peacefully by my s:de, 
w hile all aroqmj q* w»s a crowding, wrang­ 
ling mob, some praying^ fehilfl Others were 
cursing and others moaning and JRhtyiftg PD 
dear ones. Sleep for me that night was out 
of the question, but before I had been there 
many days I too could sleep.’ ” 
A LAW UNTO THEMSELVES 
“ ‘A s we became belter acquainted, we 
formed a small company lo protect our 
selves from the thieving propensities of 
some of tbe prisoners. Out company con­ 
sisted ot 50 men, and we were a ‘law unto 
ourselves ’ I remember one time we held 
poqrt-martial and tried a poor wretch, whom 


we convicted of murdering a companion. 
He was sentenced to be hanged, which sen­ 
tence was carried out, with the sanc­ 
tion 
of 
VVirz, the 
Superintendent 
in charge of the prison, who was a subordi­ 
nate under General Winder. I will passover 
the many attempts to escape that were made 
individually and by the company, ¡suffice it 
to say that at the end of two months there were 
only 10 members left of the original 50. Ten 
had died of starvation and disease, eight lmd 
escaped from the stockade, hut whether they 
succeeded in getting any farther or were shot 
bv the guard we could not ascertain. Twelve 
had deliberately crossed the dead-line and 
were shot, and Í0 had been taken to the hos­ 
pital.’ ” 
FROM A REBEL GENERAL’S DAUGHTER. 
“ ‘ One day Morgan told me he had hopes 
of making his escape and he was to receive 
assistance from no less a personage than 
Wirz’s daughter, who liad recently learned 
of his captivity. He had made the acquaint­ 
ance of this young lady before the war while 
on a business trip in the South. He liad that 
morning receivnd a letter from her in which 
she stated that she had helped several prison­ 
ers to escape and would willingly help him if 
she could only manage lo get him into the 
hospital. Her letter, which Morgan allowed 
me to read, went on to say that she had 
pleaded time and time again with iter father 
aud General Winder tobe more gentle with 
Union prisoners,hut in the case of her father he 
said he dare not, and General Winder would 
not, and so there was no help for us. She 
said she was compelled to use the ut­ 
most secrecy, us she was already under 
close surveillance, and 
if she were detected 
she would he compelled to leave the 
Stale. 
We 
talked 
the matter 
over and concluded we must answer the let­ 
ter and trust to Providence for au opportunity 
to get it to our faircorrespondent. We finished 
the letter, in which we thanked her for her 
kindness, and were only waiting for a favora­ 
ble opportunity to deliver it, when oue morn­ 
ing VVirz came to me and asked if I knew 
anything about making out reports. Receiv­ 
ing an answer in the affirmative, he said lie 
wanted me to do some clerical work 
that would take me five or six days, and 
if I suited him and did not attempt to make 
my escape he would see that I was well fed. 
I readily agreed, and thinking perhaps I 
might sec his daughter. I asked Morgan for 
the letter, whicli he gave me. I was led by 
Wirz outside the stockade. We entered a 
small building not far from the main en­ 
trance to the prison, and turning to me,Wirz 
said: 
WORK AND NOT TALK. 
“ Remember, young man, if you step out­ 
side the door you will be shot instantly. 
Tnen pointing to a small desk in one corner 
of the room, he gave me to understand I was 
to work and not talk. How delighted I was 
to be out again I llow good it seemed to he 
away from that dreadful swamp, and he able 
to breathe the pure nir. ! The tears came into 
my eyes and half blinded me, hut 1 kept at 
my work, wbilo old Wirz smoked and 
watched me. He was a short, thiek-set Ger­ 
man, and the strangest trait in this man’s 
character was that lie was unusually severe 
with his own countrymen. Let a German he 
guilty of ever so slight a breach of the regu­ 
lations, and he was immediately punished, 
either with hall aDd chain or put in 
the stocks. 
Wirz was quick tempered. 
I finished my task in a few hours, when I ex­ 
pected lo be sent back to prison at once, hut 
such was not the case. Wirz examined the 
report and complimented me highly on my 
penmanship. 
Then going to a closet 
he brought out a basket, which lie said con­ 
tained my dinner.and told me to eat all I waut- 
ed. 1 did not need a second invitation and fell 
to. Words are inadequate to express the pleas­ 
ure that dinner gave me. After I had finished 
eating Wirz gave me some clothes aud a pair 
of old army shoes and a straw hat, as 1 had lost 
mine long ago, and after seeiug me ‘dressed 
up,’ as he called it, said he would leave me 
until 5 o'clock, hut warned me if I ventured 
out my life would pay the penalty. I prom­ 
ised to obey and spent a very pleasant after­ 
noon. I did not sec Miss VVirz that day. and 
when I returned to the prisou I told 
Morgan about my dinner and gave him a 
slice of bread anil some meat that I had con­ 
cealed jn the desk, all of whicii he greatly 
enjoyed, 
Poor fellow, lie was growing 
weaker fast and his wounds g ive him much 
trouble, yet lie tried to he cheerful.’" 
MIBS WIRZ COMES. 
” I did not see Miss Wirz until ] hud been 
three days at her father’s office. She came 
with a message and i had an opportunity to 
hand the lettei to her, telling her it was from 
Morgan,as he was afraid to sign his name for 
fear it might fall into the hands of tier father. 
After reading the letter she sat tliiukiug for 
some time, then turning to me, asked if 1 
knew anything of medicine. On receiving 
a reply in the affirmative, she seemed pleased, 
and telling me she would give me a letter 
for 
my 
friend she left the office. 
1 finished my clerical work that day, and 
Wirz was so pleased with it that he gave me 
a pass whereby J could go out of the stock­ 
ade at any time for two days, All this time 
wc were arranging our plans nn<i I had re­ 
ceived a letter from Miss VVirz for Morgan. 
She said she had secured the assistance of a 
friend, who, hy-lhe wuy, was a physician in 
the hospital. Morgan was to he taken to the 
hospital, where he must stay until she could 
procure the proper clothing and some money 
and tljerj he must do the rest. I was to he 
appointed- mu aUeqdaut al the hospital,thanks 
to my knowledge of medicines. When my 
two days’ furlough had expired I was sent 
to the 'hospital, where MorgatTliad already 
preceded me and in a short lime wc, with 
the assislancc of Miss Wirz and her friend, 
eventually reached home, though not with­ 
out many nftrjrow escapes aud much hard­ 
ship.’" 
ST I.L IN THE LAND tjV TUB LIVING. 
“ I did not visit the Connecticut town 
again and as my friends had moved from 
there, it was not strauge that I should have 
been numbered among the dead, as 1 went 
there an entire stranger. I never aaw 
Morgan after wc 
parted compauy in 
New-York City, and if he did not marry Miss 
Wirz it was because he was already married. 
As for me 1 found my pareuts alive and well, 
though very feeble and my affianced became 
my wife shortly after my return.’”u. G. B.

‘‘The people’s bu3:ness ” 
The Common Council of this City met 
last night. All tiie Aldermen were present 
excepting Messrs. WincbiTI, Gallagher aud 
Coogau. Mayor Newkirk presided. 
EXAMINING A MAP. 
After tiie reading and approval of the 
minutes. Mayor Newkirk handed the Alder­ 
men a map, upon which was marked the lo­ 
cution of 300 electric lights, a.ul addressed 
the Common Council at length upon the 
question of lighting tiie City. He read figures 
showing the expenses per vear would he 
$14,000. 
THE WIDENING OF LINDKHMAN-AVENCE. 
A communication was read from Mrs. 
George Swart on the widening of Linder- 
man-aveuuc. and the value of a stiip of land 
owned by her. 
A communication was read from Uuiou 
Hose Company, claimiug that John O. Toole 
should not receive an exempt fireman's cer­ 
tificate for various reasons vigorously stated, 
aud 011 motion of Alderman Keane it was re­ 
ferred to the Firs Committee, lo report at the 
next meeting. 
Claims against the City were read and re­ 
ferred to Auditing Committee, also monthly 
pay roll which the Committee was directed to 
audit. 
THE SEWER QUESTION. 
Alderman Brinnier moved that the sewer 
project for the Western Department he post­ 
poned and the question submitted to the tax­ 
payers of the First, Second, Eighth and Ninth^ 
Wards at the next primary election. 
A 11 argument followed, Aldermen Ten 
Broeck, Cordts and 
Measter speaking 
in opposition to the resolution, and Al­ 
derman Brinnier iu favor of it. 
The 
Mayor presented a communication which he 
had received from Saugerties, which was 
read. It was signed by Frank Pidgeon, a3 
Chairman of the Committee of the Sauger­ 
ties Fish and Game Club. He asked for in­ 
formation 
relative 
to 
discharging 
sewerage 
in 
the 
Esopus 
Creek 
so that “ tiie Association may take such ac­ 
tion as they may decide their interests de­ 
mand.” The communication goes on to say: 
‘ It is not the province of tiiis Association to 
call your attention to the fact that if the sew­ 
age were disposed of as indicated, the whole 
lower portion of the Esopus Creek above the 
dam would be eventually one large cess pool 
of festering filth, maintained within the 
limi's of the village of Saugerties for the 
convenience of the City of Kingston.” Tiie 
writer protests against this pollution of 
licse waters, and says: “ Such action as 
our Board proposes, will tend to destroy 
more than 12 miles of as good a stream as 
there is in this country for the propagation 
of that gamiest of tidi, the black bass.” 
Alderman Cordts: “ Are we going to suffer 
for a few of those fishermen who want to 
catch bass ? I m»ye to lay it on the table." 
A vote wftis taken on the resolution of Alder­ 
man Brinnier to lay the sewerage matter over. 
It was lost, aves, 5; uoes, 10; iu the affirma­ 
tive, Aldermen Dolson, Keane, Thompson, 
urvis and Brinnier. Alderman Brinnier 
moved that the Corporation Couus*l give his 
opinion ou the question whether tbe City has 
the right to empty its sewage in the Esopus 
Creek. Carried. The Corporation Counsel 
gave his opinion at considerable leugth. 
OBSTRUCTIONS ON SIDEWALKS. 
Aluerman Measter moved the City Clerk 
he directed to serve proper notice on the 
New-York, West Shore aud Walikiil Valley 
Railroad Companies to remove obstructions 
from the sidewalks aud roadway of Greenkill- 
avmue within 30 days after the service of 
notice. 
Corporation Counsel ilasbrouek was asked 
for his opinion as to authority gi’ en hy the 
City to the railroads in question to lav their 
racks in tlie streets. He said if the Common 
Council had given authority to the railroad 
ompauies to lay their tracks iu the street,the 
Jity would have to revoke that richt before 
anything could he done. On this opinion the 
Mayor decided the matter out of order.

Alderman Beck moved that Samuel Dobbs 
he appointed Inspector to fill a vacancy iu 
the Fifth Ward. Carried. 
The Committee on Auditing Accounts re 
ported a number of hills. Adopted *ud war­ 
rants ordered issued for same. 
TO OPEN WAR REN-STREET. 
Alderman Flynn, of the Street Committee, 
reported an ordinance for the opening of 
Warren-slreet, a street connect iug Wall street 
and Washington avenue, running principally 
hrougli the estate of tiie late Warren Cbipp, 
to he about 44 feet 10 inches In width. 
After some discussion in relation lo the ex­ 
pense of widening the street, J, E. Kraft, 
tiie agent of the land owners, said they would 
not ask more than $12 a foot for land on 
Wall-street and $10 a foot for that on Wash- 
ington-avenue. That the probable cost of 
grading nnil building a culvert would be $200. 
The ordinance was adopted. 
The Committee on Fire Department re­ 
ported in favor of confirming the action of 
several fire companies in the election of ofli- 
cors. Adopted. 
TO ISSUE BONDS. 
The Finance Committee, through Corpora­ 
tion Counsel Hashrouck, reported an ordi 
nance to provide for the issuing of bonds of 
the City of Kingston to exchange for existing 
bonds, or to pay said portion of its funded 
debt as hy its option fulls due in 1889. On mo­ 
tion of Alderman Thompson it was adopted, 
the City Clerx.a member of the committee to 
ascertain whether the water company would 
charge for flushing proposed sewer*, reported 
that the officers of tiie company were not pre­ 
pared to submit an answer. They would do 
so at the next meeting. Corporation Counsel 
Hashrouck reported that the flushing of 
sewers was contemplated in the contrae) and 
he did not thiuk there could tie any serious 
question about it. Alderman Brinnier 
moved;to lay it on the table. Lost. 
A REPORT ADOPTED. 
Committee on Sewers reported favorable to­ 
wards adopting the system known as the sep­ 
arate system of sewerage for the Western 
Department, that it was the most economical, 
most endurable, and mogt conducive to the 
health of the people, the trunk sewer to run 
along the Tannery Brook. Cost not to ex­ 
ceed $7.932 for the trunk sswer, aud for the 
sewers of the First Ward, not to exceed $14,- 
329. Alderman Ten Broeck moved its adop­ 
tion. Alderman Brinnier moved a point of 
order. Overruled. An appeal was taken and 
the Chair sustained. 
Alderman Brinnier 
moved it be laid over. Lost. The report of 
tho Sower Committee was adopted. There 
were only three votes in the negative.

The S tatem ents He M ade to V arious Persons 
In Saugerties— W hat D r. L oughran, 
Of K ingston, Says—H ave all the 
Facts B een T old? 


People's apprehensions are greater in proportion 
when the whole truth is not known —Liny. 
Yesterday afternoon William R. Sheffield, 
of Saugerties, was driven to Kingston by his 
coachman, Leonard Decker. The team was 
stabled at the Eagle Hotel, aud after trans­ 
acting what business he had to do, Mr. Shef­ 
field boarded a train and went to New-York. 
The coachman came to Rondout aud went to 
the horse mart of II. Forst & Son, on Abeel- 
street, to look at a horse for his employer. 
COVERED WITn BLOOD. 
At about 11 o’clock last night Decker 
returned to the Eagle Hotel, covered 
with blood. There was a large lump 
on the back of his head, and cuts on his neck 
and cheeks. His coat was slit, as though it 
had been done with a sharp instrument. His 
mind was confused, and unintelligible an­ 
swers was all that could be drawn from him. 
WHAT DR. LODGHRAN SAID. 
Dr. E. II. Lougbran, w ho attended the in­ 
jured man, said the cuts had been made with 
a knife, and that one of them had just missed 
the carotid artery. 
THE COACHMAN TAKEN TO SAUGERTIES. 
Decker, when he arrived at the hotel in 
the afternoon, was seen to have a gold watch 
and chain. These were missing last night. 
About $6 were found iu a tobacco box iu his 
pocket. Information of the affair was sent 
to Saugerties and a man named Harry Sies- 
ner drove to Kingston and took Decker home, 
starting from this City at about 2 o’clock this 
morning. 
THE FIRST STATEMENT MADE BY DF.CKER. 
Decker was seen at his home in Saugerties 
to-day. He was suffering severely from his 
wounds and bruises. He made substantially 
the following statement : “ After putting the 
team out at the Eagle Hotel, 1 went to the 
salt s stable of H. Forst tic Son, Rondout, and 
looked at a horse there. After doing this I 
started for Kingston. On Union-avenue I 
noticed a tall, raw-boned, red-faced man 
following me, but I did not pay much at­ 
tention to it, it being daylight. From Union- 
a venue I went to Crown-street and 
visited 
relatives 
living 
on 
that 
thoroughfare. After completing my visit I 
started for the hotel, but I had uot gone far 
when 1 was struck on the head and I lost 
consciousness. How long 1 lay in the street 
and how I got to the hotel I do not know. 
My gold watch and chain were stolen, hut 
my money, which was in a tobacco box, was 
not takeu. 1 di<t not take the team from the 
hotel stable.” 
DECKER’S SECOND STATEMENT. 
David A heel, of Saugerties. au officer, who 
came to this City looking for the team, says 
that he hadan interview with the coachman 
at his house, this morning. Alter the Doctor 
had left the room. Abeel said ; “I want you 
to give me this thing straight. I don't want 
to drive all over the country after that team, 
so if you can give me any clue about it, I 
would like to know it.” The reply was : 
“ I went to Forst’s, at liondout, between 
4 aud 5 o’clock. I came back to 
the hotel, went under the shed and asked the 
Liosiler if mv team was all right. lie said 
‘yes.’ 1 saw the team myself at that time 
and the team was all right. I then went over 
to 
, a friend of mine, who lives near Hig 
ginsville. There was a lady and her daughter 
there. I got my supper mere. After supper 
1 started to come tc the Eagle Hotel to get 
my team. I came pait of the way and two 
men walked up behind me, gave me a blow, 
and cut me, and I really don’t know what 
happened alter that.” 
STILL ANOTHER STORY BY DECKER. 
This story is different from the one he told 
Dr. E. li. Loughran, in substance that while 
driving across a railroad track his feet 
slipped and he fell from the wagon, striking 
his head. The Eagle Hotel men say 
that Decker came and got his rig himself at 
the hotel and said he was going home. 
REARS AN EXCELLENT REPUTATION. 
The people who work in Mr. Sheffield’s 
mill say that Decker is not a drinking man 
and so far as they know he has always 
borne a good character. 
A GENERAL SEARCH. 
This morning a general search was made 
for the team. Men traveled miles in various 
directions without finding any trace of it. 
Finally word came that a colored man who 
lives on the Shufcldt place on Manor avenue, 
had found the rig near the old stone house, 
under a tree. The^Sliufeldt house is some 
distance from the street. A long lane leads 
up to it. The stone house is unoccupied. 
The team had evidently ran away and 
stopped there of their own accord. One of 
the wheels of the wagon was smashed and 
one of the horses slightly injured. Where 
the team was found there were undoubted 
evidences that a drunken person had been 
there and had been very sick. 
FOUND IN TIIF. WAGON. 
In the wagon the robes and blankets were 
found. Decker’s gold watch and chain, 
which it was supposed were stolen, were in 
the robe. Other things were found in the 
wagon such as a silver tea spoon, a napkin, a 
cup half-full of jelly, a portion of a boiled 
egg, etc. 
PROBABLY nAD A LUNCH BASKET. 
In regard to the spoou, egg, etc., found in 
the wagou Abeel savs that Decker probabiy 
had a lunch basket with him. 
WIIAT OFFICERS HERE SAY. 
It is claimed by officers that if a man had 
been assaulted ou North-Frout-street, as the 
coachman claims, at that time of night, it 
would have been known over half the town 
in a jiffy.WHAT MR. TENBROECK SAW. 
Alderman TenBroeck while on his way 
home from attending a session of the Com 
rnon Council, at about 11:30 last night, saw 
a man leaning against a fence on 
Albany avenue, near the residence of C. D. 
Bruyn. He spoke to him. The man mut­ 
tered something but did not say any tiling that 
TenBroeck could undeistand. From the de­ 
scription, TenBroeck isconvinced that it was 
the coachman on his way to the hotel. 
HEARD A TEAM RUNNING RAPIDI.T. 
James Myers, who lives on Manor-avenue, 
about 2 o’efeok, this morning, was awakened 
by a team of horses, as if running away 
on Albany-avenue. 
WAS DECKER KICKED BY A HORSE ? 
Was Decker killed by a caulk on one of 
the horses shoes ? It is said that the dash­ 
board of tho wagon shows that one or both 
of the horses had kicked. 
T he Casual*y R ecord. 
Frederick Cook, a Hudson hoy, fell whi'e 
sliiliug on ice, one day recently. One of his 
arms was broken. 
A young man named Cullen, of Chester, 
Orange County,while intoxicated on Tuesday 
evening, attempted to hoard a passing train 
in Goshen. lie fell and his body was cut in 
two by the cars. 
A man, by the name of Wachstatter, was 
found between the West Shore tracks, at 
Stony Point, Tuesday morning, with a deep 
gasli in his skull.

At the meeling of the Local Branch of the 
State Charities Aid Association, at the resi­ 
dence of John Forsyth, on Albany-avenue, 
Kingston, Friday afternoon, Reuben Ber­ 
nard, President of the Association,was in the 
chair. F- A. Westbrggk was Secretary. 
VARIOUS OPINIONS EXPRESSED. 
There was a fair attendant*. Among those 
present were several out-of-town people. A 
report was made from the Committee on Jail 
an*1 House of Detentiou—that the House of 
Detention is in a satisfactory^ condition. In 
the lower corridors of the Jail there is in­ 
sufficient light, which in many instances af­ 
fects the eye sight of the prisoners. It was 
suggested that small steel bars.painted white, 
be placed in the windows instead of the 
present network of iron bars. The subject of 
out-door relief was discussed at length. It 
was considered one ot the most important 
matters before the Association. Two thou­ 
sand dollars’ worth of coal were furnished as 
out-of-door relief. In Brooklyn out door re­ 
lief has been done away with. One member 
gave his experience as a former Alms Com­ 
missioner. It was a great question whether 
any geueral system of furnishing supplies to 
the indigent could be relied upon. It might 
he better if it was left to iuriividual effort 
Under a general system a class was likely to 
grow up relying upon this aid. It was a 
great temptation to depend upon charity and 
not upon themselves when an order read 
ily granted would bring the grocery 
wagon and coal wagon with supplies 
to the door without discredit to the family. 
Some years ago the Dorcas Society existed in 
Kingston. It was abandoned because it was 
found that it was injudicious to give relief in 
this manner. The position of Alms Commis­ 
sioner is a difficult one. A man who had 
found much fault arainst this extravagant 
system later was elected Commissioner of 
Alms. He became known as one of the most 
generous in giving supplies. The remedy 
should be a radical one. A lady member told 
how she went to a family, to whom supplies 
were furnished by Alms Commissioners. The 
house was comfortably furnished. Canary 
birds sang in their cages, there were white 
rats and dogs kept as pels. The room con­ 
tained many 
fancy and artistic arti­ 
ficies. The woman sold fancy articles, 
while the husband, a stout, able-bodied 
man, was a Night Watchman. It was pre­ 
sumed that the publication of cases of that 
kind might have some weight with Alms Com­ 
missioners. Modes of relief used in other 
places were dcscrilved. Reports of Commit 
tee on Industrial Home and City Alms House 
were read and placed on file. The matter of the 
bill twfore the Legislature to enable Ulster 
County to care for its own insane was spoken 
of. The present bill allows Ulster County to 
care fotvits own insane Without the consent 
of the State Board of Charities. The Asso 
ciation claimed that the asylum ought to be 
under the supervision of either a body of 
Trustees, selected from non-partisan citizens 
at large, or else the State Board of Charities 
should be allowed to look after the asylum 
The only provision contaiued in the present 
bill is to allow an application to the Supreme 
Court which would be impracticable in most 
cases. The Chairman was authorized to ap 
point a committee to appear before the Lég 
íslatüre'in regard to this trill. Messrs. O.-Pr 
Cantioe, A. W. Reynolds, Louis Bevier, 
Charles 0. Hardenbergh, William R. Shef­ 
field, J. V. N. Nott and DeWilt C. Davis 
were appointed such committee.

Bu f f a l o , Fob. 2.—The most extensive and 
disastrous conflagration that ever took place 
in the history of Buffalo, so far as the whole­ 
sale destruction of properly is concerned, 
broke out at 2:45 this morning. 
It raged 
with fury for upwards of four hours, and in 
that time destroyed several large business 
buildings, also a hotel and several smaller 
structures. 
A high wind prevailed, which 
materially helped the progress of the flames. 


FLAMES KIRST SEEN AT 2:45 O’CLOCK. 
At 2:45 flames were seen breaking out from 
the windows on the fourth floor of the great 
flve-story Root A Keating building, at lite 
south-west corner of Carroll anil Wells 
streets. 
The fire quickly reached the top 
story and roof, and also worked its way down 
to the lower stories in a very few moments. 
A general alarm was ordered, summoning 
the entire force of the fire department to the 
scene. 


TtlE WHOLE CITY ILLUMINATED. 
The building burffbd rapidly and bv 3 
o’clock was a seething mass of flames. 
The 
whole City was illuminated almost as bright 
as day, and people living three miles away 
were awakened by the brilliant reflection ou 
tho windows of their houses. 


THE FIRE EXTENDS. 
In the meantime the Root & Keating 
building was a blazing ruin. 
It was a mas­ 
sive building, of brick, with a frontage of 
134 feet on Carroll street, and 127 feet on 
Wells. 
The 
first 
floor was 
occupied 
by Root Ss Keating, dealers in sole leather; 
the si cond floor by Delitseh Schmiuroth 
A Company, manufacturer of boots and 
shoes; the third floor by Darling. Stoles it 
Company, cotton manufacturers, using vege­ 
table ivory; the fourth floor by R. Hoffeld A 
Company, lu lling, aud the fifth floor by the 
Buffalo Specialty Company, manufacturers 
of horse trappings. 
THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE NOT KNOWN. 
As to the origin of the fire. nothing definite 
can be learned. 
It is said by those near 
bv that un explosion was heard just previous. 
Foreman Pixley, employed by Root A Keat­ 
ing, says there was no stove iu the building. 
All reports agree that the flames were first 
seen ou the fourth fluor. 
MOUE BUILDINGS IN FLAMES. 
Directly across Carroll street 
from the 
Roat A Keating building, and fronting on 
Seuecit-slreel, was the five-story brick and 
iron stove warehouse of Sherman S. Jewett 
A Company, supposed to Ire a fire proof 
building ; also the six story raudy manufac­ 
tory of Sibley & Holm wood. erected in 
place of that destroyed by fire two years ago. 
These two large structures were next attacked 
by the iriesistable flames, and the question of 
their destruction was only a matter of a few 
minutes. They were doomed from the start. 
The heat w as overpowering, and again and 
again were the firemen driven balk. 
The 
candy- factory in particular burned like dry 
straw. 
A HOTEL DESTROYED. 
The 
flames 
darted across 
Wells street 
from the Sibley & Halm wood building to the 
opposite corner of Seneca street, seizing up­ 
on the Broczel House, one of the most popu­ 
lar hotels in the City for commercial men. 
Although the guests aud employes of the 
hotel had been promptly aroused, the pro­ 
gress of the fire was so rapid that there 
was

confusion. 
A 
great 
deal 
of 
personal 
property, however, was removed. 
In the 
meantime tits flame* hail secured t firm hold 
of the rear portion of the building, and 
swiftly swept through un every floor lo the 
Seneca street front. 
The loss on the hotel 
cannot Im less than $169,000, probably $190,- 
000 on the building, aud $60,060 ou furni­ 
ture. 
TUE FLAMES EXTEND STILL FARTHER. 
From the Broczel House the fire extended 
steadily and rapidly along the east side of 
Seneca street,

It is reported that an explosion preceded 
the bursting out of the flames from the Root 
A Hefting building.

WHAT A HOTEL GUEST SAYS,

WHILE VISITING IN CONNECTICUT. 
“ One day last summer while on a visit to a 
small m anufacturing town in Connecticut, I 
wus shown tile monument erected in honor of 
the soldiers who gave their lives in defense of 
their country. One name among them startled 
me somewhat as I knew .the man was alive 
I had seen him only ii week previous. 
I was 
aware that lie had enlisted from the Connec 
ticut town, but had uo idea that the people 
believed him dead. 
I knew his war record, 
which was o f the best. 
On my return to this 
City, I called on m y friend and informed him 
that the good people of I. 
supposed bim 
dead, and had placed his name on the monu 
rnent. 
Ile inform ed me that lie was entirely 
ignorant o f the fact, and said the mistake 
wus ow ing to his carelessness. 
He then re 
lated the follow ing story:” 


A SOLDIER S STORY. 
“ ‘ At the breaking out of the war, I was a 
single man, an only son, and the sole support 
o f aged parents. 
I was patriotic to a degree 
in fuel I had made myself rather conspicuous 
by words and deeds and m y f ilends expected 
I would lie am ong the first to g o to the front. 
My parents were w ell along in years, my 
mother licing very feeble. I knew they would 
never consent to m y enlisting, in fact I w as 
expecting m y motlier'* death any day. 
My 
father, though not in tile least averse to my 
going, exacted a promise from me that I 
would not enlist until after mother’s death. 
N ow , on the other hand, I was engaged to a 
young lady and the day for the w edding was 
’et, hut sh e—m istakenly I believe—declined 
to marry a man w ho refused to don the blue 
aud tally to the defense o f Lls country 
So 
you see I was between tw o fires. 
A t that 
time, 1802, I was a young man 25 years old. 
I could hold my ow n w ith Hie best athletes 
n the then village of Hondout. 
As for my 
patriotism, there was lo mistake of its genu 
oeaess.

ourselves ’ 
I remember OM tim e we beld a 
court martial and tried a poor wretch, whom

the sanc­

VVirz, 
the 
Superintendent 
in charge of the prison, w ho was a subordi­ 
nate uuder Oeneial W inder. 
I will passover 
the many attempts to escape that were made

to say that at the end of tw o months there were 
only IO nu mbers left of the original 50. 
Ten 
had died of starvation and disease, l icht had 
escaped from the stockade, but whether they 
succeeded in getting any farther or were shot 
bv tho guard we could not ascertain. T w elve 
bad deliberately crossed the dead-line and 
were shot, and IO had been taken to the hos­

FROM A REBEL GENERAL'S DAUGHTER. 
“ ' One day Morgan told me he had hopes 
of m aking his escape and he was to receive 
assistance from no less a personage than 
W ir/’s daughter, who had recently learned 
of his captivity, 
lie bad made the acquaint­ 
ance o f this young lady liefore the war while 
on u business trip in the South. 
Ile had that 
morning receivnd a letter from her in which 
she stated that she had help* d several prison 
ors to escape and would w illingly help him if 
she could only manage to get him into the 
hospital. 
Her letter, which Morgan allowed 
me to read, weut on to say that she had 
pleaded time and time again with lier father 
and General W inder to lie more gentle with 
Union prisoners,hut in the case of her father he 
said he dare not, and General W inder would 
not, urn! so there was no help for us. 
She 
aaitl she was com pelled 
to use the

most secrecy, us she was already under 
close surveillance, nnd if she were detected 
she 
w ould he 
com pelled 
to 
leave 
the 
Htale. 
We 
talked 
the 
matter 
over and concluded w e m ust answer the let 
ter and trust to Providence tor au opportunity 
to get it to our fair correspondent. W e finished 
the letter, in which we thanked her for her 
kindness, and were only waiting for a favora 
hie opportunity to deliver it, when one morn 
iug W irz came to me and asked if I knew 
anything about m aking out reports. 
Receiv­ 
ing an answer in the affirmative, he said he 
wanted 
m e 
to 
do 
som e 
clerical 
work 
that w ould take mc five or six days, and 
if I suited him and did not attempt to make 
my escape he would see that I was well fed. 
I readily agreed, and thinking perhaps I 
m ight see his daughter, I asked Morgan for 
the letter, which be gave me. 
I was led by 
W irz outside the stockade. 
W e entered a 
small building not far from the main en 
trance to the prison, nnd turning to m e,W irz 
said: 


WORK AND NOT TALK. 
“ Remember, young man, if you step out 
side the door you w ill be shot instantly. 
Tnen pointing to a small desk in on.* corner 
o f the room, be gave me to understand I was 
to work aud not talk. 
How delighted I was 
to lie out again I 
How good it seemed to he 
awny from that dreadful swam p, uod lie able 
to breathe the pure air. ! T he tours came iuto 
my eyes and half blinded me. hut I kept at 
m y work, 
while old 
W irz smoked 
and 
watched (ne, 
lie w as a short, thick set Ger­ 
man, aud the strangest trait in this man’* 
character was that be was unusually severe 
with his ow n countrym en. 
Let a German be 
guilty of ever so slight a breach of the regu­ 
lations, and he was imm ediately punished,

the stocks. 
W irz was quick 
tempered, 
I finished my task In a fpw bourg, when I ex ­ 
pected to he sent back to prison at once, but 
such was not tho case. 
W irz examined Hie 
report and complimented me highly on my 
penm anship.

he brought out a basket, which lie said con­ 
tained my dinner,and told mc to eat all I w ant­ 
ed. I did not need a second invitation nnd fell 
to. W ords are inadequate to express the pleas 
un* that dinner gave me. After I hail finished 
eating W irz gave me some clothes and a pair 
of old army shoes nnd a straw hat, ss I had lost 
mine long ago, ami after seeing me 
dressed 
up,’ as lie called it, said he would It ave me 
until 5 o'clock, but warned me if I ventured 
nit my life would pay the pt nsltv. 
I p r o n ­ 
ged to ob rr and spent a very pleasant after­ 
noon. 
I did not sec Miss Wirz lin t day. and 
when

to the prison

told 
Morgan about my dinner an I gave him a 
slice of bread ami some meut that I had con­ 
fided in the desk, all of which he greatly 
njoyed.

RISS WI HZ COMES.

hand the lettei to her, telling lier it was from 
Morgan,as he was afraid to . ga lilt name for 
fear it m ight fall into tho handset her father.

to the hospital, where MorganTiad already 
preceded me and in a short lim e we, with 
the assistance of Miss W irz and her friend, 
eventually reached home, though not w ith­ 
out malty ti if I yow escapes aud much hard 
ship.’"

“ 'I did not visit tho Connecticut town 
again and as my friend* had moved from 
there, it was not strange that I should have 
been numbered among the dead. as I went 
there an entire 
stranger. 
I 
never 
saw 
Morgan after

N ew-V ork City, and if he did not marry Miss 
Wirz it was because lie was already married. 
A s for me I found my parents alive and well, 
though very feeble and my affianced became 
my wife shortly after my return.’”

At the m eeting of the Local Branch of the 
State Charities Aid Association, at the resi­ 
dence of John Forsyth, on Aibany-avcnue, 
Kingston, F riday afternoon, Reuben Ber­ 
nard, President of the Association,wits in the 
chair. 
F. A. Westbrook 
was Secretary 
VARIOUS OPINIONS EXPRESSED. 
There was a fair attendance. Among those 
present were several out-of-town people. 
A 
report was made from the Committee on Jail 
an*’ House of Detention—that the House of 
Detention is in a satisfactory condition. 
In 
the lower corridors of the Jail there is in 
sufficient light, which in many instances af 
feels the eye sight of the prisoners. 
It wgs 
suggested that small steel burs,painted white 
be placed in the windows instead of the 
present network of iron bars. 
The subject of 
out door relief was discussed at length. 
It 
wns considered oue ot the most im portant 
m atters before the Association. 
Two thou 
sand dollars’ worth of coal were furnished as 
out-of-door relief. 
In Brookly n out-door re 
lief lias been done away with. 
One member 
gave his experience as a former Alms Com 
missioner. 
It w as a great question whethe 
any general system of furnishing supplies to 
Hie indigent could be relied upon. 
It m ight 
lx» better if it was left to individual effort 
Under a general system a class was likely to 
grow up relying upon this aid. 
It was 
great tem ptation to depend upon charity and 
not upon themselves when an order read 
ily 
grunted 
would 
bring 
the 
grocery 
wagon 
and 
coal 
wagon 
with 
supplies 
to the door without discredit to the family 
Some years ago the Dorcas Society existed I 
Kingston. 
It was altandoned because it was 
found that it was injudicious to give relief in 
this maimer. 
The position of Alms Commis 
sinner is a difficult one.
